A large de- 
tachment of government soldiers is 
encamped only 4000 yards from a 
force of almost 2000 rebels, with ar- 
tillery, a short distance outside of 
Hankow proper and close to the for- 
eign concessions. The imperial troops 
are awaiting reinforcements from the 
north. The rebels hope to precipitate 
a bättle before these arrive, me 
In the event of a clash, the Chinese 
warships in the river will begin a 
bombardment of Hankow and Wu 
Chang, and the Chinese admiral, Sa 
Cheng Ping, who is in command of 
the fleet, has assured Admiral Kima~- 
sh that he will do nothing that 
whl] endanger the foreign concessions. 

It is reported tonight that Kat 

Fung, the capital of Hupeh province, 
haa fallen inte the hands of the rebels 
and that they have gained hundreds 
of recruits from among the imperial 
soldiers. The rebels also have of- 
fered $500 in gold for the capture of. 
ex-Viceroy Yui Cheng of Hupeh 
province. The viceroy, who was éx- 
tremely unpopular, fed when Wu 
Chang was captured. He was 
cashiered by the government, but was 
ordered to return to the scene of ac- 
tion and retrieve his reputation. He 
has not returned. but if he falls into 
the hands of the reels he will be put 
to death. 
Manchu women are adopting Chi- 
nes dress in order to save their lives. 
The rebel war of extermination 
against the Manchus has not been 
confined to men and the hunted 
women have discovered that if they 
dress as Chinese women they will be 
spared. 


CLEAR THE TRACKS 


FOR TROOP TRAINS.

Maiden Speech of New As- 
sistant Secretary. 


At a large meeting of the Social 
Workers’ of Los Angeles, held at the 


presided over by Dr. George H. Kress, 
the speaker was Mrs. Mary I. Poulin, 
assistant secretary of the Associated 
Charities. The thoroughness of her 
Paper and the manner of its deliv- 
ery were a genuine surprise to the 
critical audience, and she was the 
recipient of many congratulations. 
Mrs. Poulin has had four years train- 
ing in the office of the association, 
and prior to taking up that work, 
she had been carefully trained as an 
elocutionist. 
It was the first fire in a “campaign 
of awakening,” on the subject of or- 
Banized charity, which u being in- 
augurated by the Associated Charities 
and there was much enthusiasm on 
the auspicious opening, practically 
all the organized charities of the city 
being represented at the meeting. 
The next event will be the visit of 
Francis H. McLean of New York, a 
representative of the Russell Sage 
Foundation, who will speak in Blan- 
chard Hall on Monday evening, Oc- 
tober 30, and will be tendered a re- 
ception at the Alexandria Hotel on 
the following evening. 
Mrs. Poulin made the following 
rather startling statement in her pa- 
per, which is endorsed by those who 
heard it: . 


“There are in Los Angeles 500 re- 
Hef societies, including church s0- 
cieties, and they are spending approx- 
imately $1,000,000 a year. The pub- 
lic generally has not a clear idea of 
the difference between a purely relief 
society and an organized charity. The 
general impression is that all charity 
brings relief to bodily wants; where- 
as, real or scientific charity, places 
the applicant beyond the need of ma- 
terial relief.” . 

Referring to the custom of indi- 
criminate giving, without adequate 
safe-guard or investigation, and with 
no way of preventing duplication. 
Mrs. Poulin said: 

“Such is the condition as it exists 
in Los Angeles today, and this was 
primarily what brought into life the 
Conference of Social Workers. In a 
city like Los Angeles the Associated 
Charities ought to have been the 
leader in the social development and 
we should make our Social Workers 
Conference the most living, vital force 
in the community. |

than 600 subecribers, and we are, 
therefore, obliged to resort to Tag 
Day, unequivocally an unscientific 
method of raising funds to carry on a 
charity organization. 
“It is -probable that for years to 
come, on account of the rapid growth 
of our city, the Associated Charities 
of Los Angeles will be called upon to 
do more relief work than possibly any 
other city in the United States. It is 
doubtful if even this audience, com- 
posed as it is of people engaged in 
philanthropic work, realizes the num- 
ber of cases that come to us for re- 
lief, who have not been in Los An- 
geles long enough to be legally entit- 
led to aid.“ = 
NO BEGGAR PASSED BY. 

Continuing, the speaker said that 
organized charity is often looked up- 
on as cold and statistical, but there fs 
actually no charity that is so gen- 
erous and far-reaching: 

“No beggar of the meanest type 
ever applies for help or crosses the 
path of an organized charity worker, 
whose aches and pains, be they phy*i- 
cal or mental, are not alleviated 


political or religious conditions, or 
race. We hear much talk about the 
‘worthy poor.’ It is hard to draw the 
line between the so-called ‘worthy’ 
poor and the ‘unworthy’ poor. One 
cannot discriminate if he is living up 
to the highest ideals ot organized 
charity.” 

She argued that preventive work 
is far more important than mere re- 
lief, and that, to this end, a study of 
sociological conditions should be com- 
pulsory in the public schools. 

It was shown that over 2000 cases, 
during the past year, had ne claim 
whatever upon Los Angeles, and that 
when ther announced their willing- 
ness to work, the solution was simple 
but when they refused, because labor 
of their choice was not at hand, it 
was very difficult and she related 
some humorous incidents in this line. 
In closing, Mrs. Poulin said: 

“One of the brightest social work- 
ers in Los Angeles said that he was 
tired of hearing this question of 
charity discussed scientifically. He 
wanted to be told what to do. Very 
woll. then, throw personality to the 
dogs; let every relief society in Los 
Angeles, and every philanthropic act- 
ivity co-operate in the broadest sense 
of the word in banishing mere Trelief 
from our midst. Working as We are 
for a common cause, let us sink in- 
dividuality. Let him who would be 
the greatest amongst us, be the ser- 
vant of all, and work with the thought 
embodied in Van Dyke's story of The 
Other Wise Man.’ ‘Inasmuch a ye 
have done it unto one of the least of 
these my little ones, ye have done it 
unto me.

Seventy Thousand Additional 
Voters on State Roster After Year

Today is the last in the greatest 
colonist influx the California frail- 
roads have known since the com- 
panies began twice a year putting in 
cheap one-way rates from all parts of 
the country to induce settlers and 
homeseekers to come to the Pacific 
Coast.

It is estimated 
that the total movement to the Pa- 
cific Coast for the thirty days will ag- 
gregate 70,000, far in excess of all 
previous records.

General Traffic Manager Wann of 
the Salt Lake Railroad has announced 
that the railroads will seek a reversal 
of the order recently made by the 
State Board of Railroad Commission- 
ers reducing freight rates between 
Los Angeles and San Pedro harbor.

BEGINS HER LIFE 
FORD NOT GUILTY. 


OUND not guilty of murder in 
having shot down her husband, 
Albert P. Ford, at the breakfast 
table on April 28 last, Mrs. Caroline 

F. Ford, shortly before noon yester- 
day, was taken away by friends to 
begin life anew. 

Mrs. Fords acquittal followed a 
motion for the dismissal of the charge 
against her by Deputy District Attor- 
ney Keyes, who told Judge Conley 4 
thorough search had failed to unearth 
a single witness for thé State to com- 
bat the insanity testimony produced 
by the defense. 

-Attorney Earl Rogers, associated 
with Frank Dominguez and W. H. 
Dehm as Mrs. Ford's counsel. com- 
Plimented Deputy Keyes on the 
State’s action, as did Judge Conley. 

The court then charged the jury to 
find a verdict of not guilty, or not 
guilty on the grounds of insanity. The 
‘Jurors misconstrued these instruc- 
tions and after brief deliberation re- 
turned to the courtroom and an- 
nounced a verdict of “not guilty on 
the grounds of self-defense.” | 

Judge Conley explained there could 
be no such finding for the reason that 
self-defense justifies the taking of a 
life and therefore a plain verdict of 
not guilty. Without leaving the box 


again, the jury found Mrs. Ford not 
gullty. 

There was a flurry among the 
spectators. For a moment Mrs. Ford 
appeared the calmest person in the 
courtroom. Then, as friends and 
strangers crowded about to vie with 
one another in bestowing congratula- 
tions and extending sympathy, she 
burst into tears. 

The verdict means that Mrs. Ford 
goes free without restraint. To guard 
against the defendant's being placed 
in an asylum, her attorneys intro- 
duced the testimony of Dr. Rebecca 
Lee Dorsey to the effect that the 
dementia suffered by Mrs. Ford was 
cured by the removal ot the cause. 

In the case of Mrs. Ford the cause 
was held to be the indignities and 
physical and mental abuse it was 
proven she suffered for many years 
at the hands of the man she killed. 

Mrs. Ford is now with friends out 
of the city, though her attorney, Earl 
Rogers, stated last night that she 
probably will continue to live here. 
Legally the verdict gives her a right 
to half the community property, said 
to amount to about $50,000. The 
widow is not mentioned in the will, 
Ford's legatees being his business as- 
sociates, Harry F. Coates, C. L.

AFT UNANSWERABLE. 

Jaundiced journalists have been for | 
months denouncing President Taft for his 
vetoes of the wool and cotton schedules. |. 
They have alleged that in these vetoes he | 
was corruptly influenced_by New England ) 
manufacturers and have asserted that he is 
a tool of corruptionists. S 
Ik there were any material in the compo- 
sition of these libellers from which a blush 
of shame could be manufactured they would, 
after reading the President's speech made 
here on Monday last, be scarlet from brow 
to neck. But their scurrilous diatribes, 
Which a healthy regard for public opinion 
compelled them to suppress during Presi- 
dent Taft's visit, will, now that his back is 
turned, probably be resumed with venom- 
ous vigor. te 

Their attacks will be totally ineffective 
even among the few irreconcilables who 
take their mental pabulum from the jour- 
mals whose proprietors “clothe themselves 
with cursing as with a garment” whenever 
the name of President Taft is pronounced. 

The President has spoken and his ytter- 
ances at the Auditorium were clear, con- 
He called atten- 
tion to the fact that he was elected by the 
Republican party upon a platform which 
demanded a protective tariff upon the basis 
of the difference in the cost of production 
of commodities abroad and the cost of their 
production at home, A proper determina- 


tion of this question made necessary a sci- | | 


entific and impartial investigation of all the 
facts. It was impossible for the Ways and 
Means Committee to conduct such an in- 
vestigation. The committee-room at Wash- 
ington was thronged with the agents of 
manufacturers, intent upon procuring as 
high a tariff as possible and who were 
tempted to exaggerate the cost of* produc- 
ing woolen and cotton fabrics in America. 

The Ways and Means Committee had no 
power to bring witnesses’ from Europe to 
show the cost of production there and were 
necessarily compelled to accept the second- 


newspapers. Upon this insufficient and un- 
reliable data, with Democrats intent on a 
revenue tariff only, and Republicans pledged 
to a protective tariff only, and insurgent 
Republican Senators vibrating upon the 
ragged edges of uncertainty and time-serv- 
ing, the woolen schedule was tossed like a 
shuttlecock between the remorseless battle 
Gores of partisanship, and it emerged a 
beaten, bruised and shapeless thing, which 
was neither fish, flesh, fow!, vegetable, fruit 
nor cereal, but only a shapeless mass of un- 
digestible food, which President Taft prop- 
erly proceeded to pitchfork with his veto 
into the garbage can of oblivion.

The manufacturer who is not content with 
the legitimate profit that will be secured 
to him by a tariff based upon the difference 
in the cost of production at home and 
abroad has the privilege of closing the doors 
of his factory. Nor will he be suffered to 
gain illegitimate profit by the abolition of 
duties on raw material. Indeed, to define 
with accuracy, there is no such thing as 
raw material. Cloth is the raw material 
from which a coat is made, wool is the raw 
material from which the cloth is made, and 
wool cannot strictly be classed as raw ma- 
terial, for human labor has been invoked 
not only to shear the sheep, but to feed and 
herd them. The Scientific Commission will 
inquire into the cost of Argentine wool pro- 
duced in a country where herders and shear- 
ers and packers work for $7 a month and 
srpply their own food, and of California 
wool produced in a State where the men on 


are fed on the best the market affords. 

The able speech of President Taft was not 
merely an unanswerable reply to those who 
criticised his veto messages. It was a pow- 
erful, a persuasive and a logical argument 
in favor of the Republican doctrine of pro- 
tection of American industries, The domi- 
nant issue next year will be, shall the Demo- 
cratic doctrine of a tariff for revenue only 
be substituted for the Republican doctrine 
of protection?

ADVANCING CITY. 

Los Angeles makes great forward 
strides in everything, and in nothing more 
than in her financial affairs. We do not 
have to look back a great many years to 
the time when the day's bank clearings ran 
to $1,000,000 and still fewer years to the 
time when $2,000,000 a day measured this 
movement of money. It seems only yes- 
terday or the day before when the bankers 
and business men of Los Angeles were ex- 
cited over the announcement that clearings 
for a day had reached $2,000,000. 

But on Friday of last week the clearings 
came to $5,460,785.73. This was almost 
$2,000,000 above the corresponding day a 
year ago, and not merely twice as much, but 
more than $3,000,000 in excess of the clear- 
ings for the corresponding day two years 
ago. The clearings for last Friday were 
very nearly as much as those for a week 
not many years ago. For the past week 
the total figures came to $16,605,663.93. 
Now, while the enormous figures for Friday 


hold good for the whole week. There were 
two bank holidays last week, so that for 
each of the four days the average was con- 
siderably over $4,000,000. For Saturday, a 
half-day, the figures reached $4,596,627.48. 
For the week the clearings crowded up un- 
comfortably close to twice those of two 

The bank clearings for the country are 
made up from Friday to Friday, for Los 
Angeles for the week the clearings for Los 
Angeles amounted to $17,349.025. This was 


the Oakland banks; and no other city in 
the State except San Francisco reached the 
$2,000,000 mark, only two of them showing 
$1,000,000 clearings. It used to be that the 
banking done in Los Angeles was as to that 
of San Francisco as one drop to a barrel 
of water.

PRESIDENT ASKED TO AID. 

A printed letter urging President 
Taft to aid in securing legislative ac- 
tion for an ocean-to-ocean national 
highway and a more extended use 
of the Forest Reserve was presented 
to him by the Pioneers of Los Angeles 
County at Washington Park Monday 
afternoon. The President was made 
an honorary member of the associ- 
ation and given a beautiful member- 
ship certificate upon the occasion of 
his former visit to this city.
